President  Brown,  83,  was  named 
a member  of  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church  in  1961,  and  became 
first  councelor  to  President  David 
[ 0.  McKay  in  1963.  Previously,  he 
had  been  a member  of  the  Council 
of  Twelve  Apostles  since  1958  and 
had  served  as  an  assistant  to  the 
Council  since  1953. 

A native  of  Salt  Lake  City,  he 
first  practiced  law  in  Canada, 
where  his  family  moved  when  he 
was  a boy,  and  later  in  United 
States.  During  World  War  I he 
served  overseas  in  the  Canadian 
Army,  attaining  the  rank  of  major. 

He  was  professor  of  religion  and 
coordinator  of  veterans  affairs  at 
BYU  from  1946  to  1950.  At  the  time 
of  his  call  to  be  one  of  the  Gen- 
eral Authorities,  President  Brown 
was  president  and  manager  of  the 
Richland  Oil  Development  Co.  of 
Canada.

With  the  Redskin  guard  hitting 
as  often  as  four  times  in  a row, 
the  battle  continued  to  seesaw. 

VERITABLE  VIKING 

The  Cougars  countered  Jackson 
with  sophomore  sensation  Kari 
Liimo,  Finland's  timely  contribu- 
tion to  BYU  basketball.  The  mod- 
ern day  Viking  ripped  the  nets  for 
28  points  and  pulled  down  nine 
rebounds. 

With  the  score  knotted  at  49-aH. 
Jim  Jimas  — who  spent  most  of 
the  game  on  the  BYU  bench  — hit 
from  the  corner  and  Cougar  center 
Craig  Raymond  followed  with  a 


turn-around  jump  shot  and  the 
Pumas  were  in  front  to  stay. 

Utah  came  within  one  point  in 
the  closing  seconds,  but  clutch  foul 
shooting  by  Ken  James  and  Jimas. 
plus  a timely  tip-in  by  Raymond 
gave  the  Cougars  the  margin  of 
victory. 

SIX  STRAIGHT 

For  Coach  Jack  Gardner  it  was 
another  long  night.  Saturday’s  vic- 
tory marked  the  sixth  consecutive 
win  for  the  Cougars  over  Utah 
and  tied  the  over-all  series  at  54 
wins  apiece. 

Coach  Watts’  thumbnail  descrip- 
tion of  the  game  as  a “cliff-hanger 
all  the  way’’  was  accurate  as  the 
lead  changed  hands  17  times  and 


the  score  was  tied  12  times.
